H T. Chapman, permit chief of 
the Department of Liquor Control, 
said "six or eight" renewals had 
been turned down in the past month 
because the permit-holder no long­ 
er serv ed meals. Sev eral cases in 
which the operator is not the true 
owner of the place hav e turned up.

Many other renewal applications, 
he added, are being held up for "a 
reasonable time” to giv e the opera­ 
tor a chance to show that he plans 
and is able to meet the food-serv ­ 
ing requirement.
